HH ERR HITLER, speaking in Munich last night,

Herr Hitler said: “In this, the 
fifth -year of the greatest war of all 
times, let us bear one thing in mind. 
When it began the enemy in the 
east was a mere 150 kilometres 
away from Berlin. But now this 
National Socialist State, through 
the glorious heroism of its soldiers, 
has almost everywhere driven them 
back more than 1,000 kilometres 
from the frontiers of the Reich. 

‘‘I make enormous demands of 
the German soldier, but it is the 
duty of the front to accomplish the 
Seemingly impossible, just as it is 
the duty of the home front to assist 
our soldiers and to make their fight 
possible. 

“The fate of our women and 
children and our whole future 
depend on the issue of this fight. 
Whatever sacrifices we have to bear 
now, they are not to be compared 
with what we would have to bear 
if we lose this war. Therefore, I 
must demand that everyone should 
give his utmost. 


“ TREACHERY ” 


“The treachery of the King of 
Italy, of the Italian Crown Prince 
and of their clique brought about a 
Situation -which looked definitely 
ugly. In spite of everything, we 
accomplished the seemingly impos- 
sible. 

‘The Allies’ race to the Brenner 
has become a very slow crawl, and 
they are still crawling far to the 
south of Rome. And this craw] will 
still cost them dear in blood. 
“Every new landing which the 
enemy may undertake will pin down 
more shipping, and will split up the 
enemys forces, giving us oppor- 
tunities for counter-blows. Where- 
ever they make a new landing they 
will find us ready. 

“It will then be seen whether the 
rrescrves “we have~been keeping in 
many fields are signs of weakness or 
of prudence. 

“The struggle in the East is the 
hardest the German people have ever 
known, The isvements of the 
German soldier there cannot be com- 
pared with anything our enemies 
have achieved anywhere. —But, the 
enemy will not attain his ultimate 
aim in the East. The last battle 
will be decisive, and the German 
people will win it.

Most painful to me are 
the sacrifices of women and children. 
It pains me to see the people lose 
their belongings. 

“What. is of no importance at all 
is the damage to our industry and 
cur towns.

The British 
and Americans plan the rebuilding 
of the world. am “planning the 
rebuilding of Germany. We shall 
use the Todt Organisation, the 
Labour Service afl our entire in- 
dustry, and we shall use what we 
might call the war criminals. 

“Tf the German people is strong 
enough to wage war against the 
whole world, and during this war 
produce six, eight or ten million 
tons of concrete for the fortifica- 
tions, then it can also build two or 
three million houses a year, and in 
a matter of two or three years all 
the houses they have destroyed or 
will destroy will be replaced.”

I am proud that I have been given 
the task to imbue my people with 
strength and faith, that I may say to 
them: “Be calm, come what may, 
victory will be ours in the end.’ 

‘‘If the German people should 
break under the present test, I 
would not shed a tear for them, for

By using Foynes or Rineanna as 
an intermediate base, a four-engined 
flying-boat or landplane going from 
England to North America can in- 
crease its pay load by more. than 
3,000 Ibs. Phis represents a gain of 
between £1,200 and £1,500 on the 
journey..

ALLIED “ JUMP ”

LEROS BOMBED _. 

German ‘planes bombed _ the 
British-held island of Leros, in the 
Dodecanese Islands, for a consider- 
able time, says Ankara radio, The 
raid started at 4 p.m., and on the 
Turkish mainland explosions could 
be heard until evening. 

Reports from the Turkish port of 
Bodrum, opposite Cos, say that 
refugees continue to arrive there 
from the Aegean Islands. 

A British motor-boat bound for 
Cyprus tried to run into Bodrum in 
a storm, but the boat went down 
near the lighthouse. All seven 
members of its crew were saved. 

An attempt was made on the life 
of the former Albanian puppet 
Premier, Mustapha Kruja, as he 
was driving through Tirana with his 
son, Kaheer Merlika, on October 
12th, according to Cairo reports. 
Kruja was wounded and his son and 
the driver of the car were killed.— 
(Reuter. )

Sir William 
Rowan Hamilton’s discovery of 
quaternions, first published in 
ri read to th en EN! a 
iundted years ago. A message from 
: George D./ gaan 
| -AUniversity, ‘said. that 
Hern’. , aatermsonid ideas “have 
been of vital importance for the de- 
velopment of mathematics through- 
out the world, and, in particular, 
in. these United States. ,We are 
very happy that this should be so, 
and are profoundly grateful to you 
of Eire for the mathematical in- 
spiration which you have given to 
us through Hamilton and others.’’ 


STANDS THE TEST 


A message from John L. Synge, 
Professor of Mathematics, Ohio 
State University, U.S,A., said: “The 
time of mature judgment has come 
in the case of Hamilton, and we find 
that his reputation stands the test. 
Henceforth, Irishmen can say with 
pride: ‘We. have established a 
tradition in mathematics which 
nothing can take from us.’ The im- 
ortance of such a mature tradition 
m the stimulus of youth is enor- 
mous, and it is to youth that we 
look for the brilliant achievements 
of to-morrow.”’ 

Presiding at the meeting was Dr. 
R. Best, President of the Academy 
and former Director of the National 
Library, and those in the hall im- 
cluded Mr. de Valera, Mr. Derrig 
and Mr. Little,. representing the 
Government, and representatives of 
Trinity College, St. Patrick's 
College, Maynooth; the University 
Colleges of Dublin and Galway, the 
Royal Dublin Society, the Institute 
of Advanced Studies,. and the 
National Library. 

The papers read were one by Pro- 
fessor A. J. McConnell, F.T.C.D., on 
“The Dublin Mathematical School in 
the Early 19th Century,” and one by 
Professor A. W. Conway, President 
of U.C.D., on ‘“* Quaternions and 
Matrices.’’ A paper from Professor 
E. T. Whittaker, Edinburgh, on 
“The Sequence of Ideas in the Dis- 
covery of Quaternions,”’ and a note 
on Quaternions by Professor G. D. 
Birkhoff, Harvard, were summarised 
by Professor F. Hackett. Two 
Fea were read in title: J. H. 

olthurst.on ‘‘ The Iconian Calculus 
of Hamilton,” and E. Schrédinger 
on ‘The Point Charge in the 
Unitary Field Theory.”

DOUBLE DRIVE 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Moscow says that General Yere- 
menko’s double drive from Nevel is 

ushing steadily on through half- 
rozen lakes and swamps, and its 
southern spéarhead is turning S.W. 
in an outflanking movement behind 
Vitebsk. 

A Moscow radio message, beamed 
to the Baltic States and quoted by 
Associated Press, said that Russian 
advance forces are battling with the 
Germans in the outskirts of Polotsk, 
20 miles from the pre-war Polish 
border. The commentator added ;— 
‘“The Germans are hastily evacuat- 
ing civifians from the more vital 
detence zones of the northern 
sector of the eastern front. 
Fierce fighting is being. waged in 
the suburbs of the railway centre, 
one of the key points to evacuate, 
as well as to supply, German troops 
retreating from the Nevel-Vitebsk- 
Smolensk area.”’

THE ELECTRON AIDS 
INDUSTRY 


Some recent, applications of the 
principles of electronics were 
described by Mr. P. E. B. Thomas, 
Managing Director of Philips Lamps 
(Ireland), Ltd., who spoke to the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday on the 
subject of “ Electronics.” 

In war-time, he said, the uses of 
the electron were many and varied. 
It was the nerve centre of the battle- 
ship, directing its course, finding its 
adversaries, broadcasting accounts of 
the battle to its crew, directing the 
gunfire, determining ocean depth and 
locating submarines. In the air it 
pilots ‘planes automatically, gives 
communication from ’plane to ‘plane 
and from ’plane to ground, and lands 
the ‘planes safely in darkness or fog. 
Electrons were largely responsible for 
great advances in weather forecast- 


ing. 

There were many uses for the 
electron in modern industry, said Mr. 
Thomas, Ultra Fh Seaway tubes 
could dry a slab of plywood in three 
minutes, where formerly the same 
task took three days. X-ray phote- 
graphy had been so highly developed 
that 16 was now possible to take 
photographs through 54 inches of 
solid steel.

It seems that General 
Veremenko had started a double 
drive towards the Latvian border— 
on the.one hand, from Nevel 
towards Dvinsk, and, 
other, from Vitebsk, via Polotsk, 
in the general direction of 
Lithuania. According to the 
German reports, the Rvyssiah 
armies in this area have been 
reinforced strongly, and are stated 
to be using artificial fog as a 
cover for their advancing troops, 
as well us phosphorus shells, 
which are devastating the country- 
side. Already they. are believed 
to have reached a point only some 
twenty miles from the pre-war 
Polish frontier; and it looks as 
if, in this sector, the Russian 
High Command is making a deter- 
mined effort to reach Dvinsk, and 


winter sets in. 

In the south, the tempo of 
the Russian offensive appears 
to have increased, rather than 
to have slackened. after the 
tremendous efforts of the last 
weeks. A huge wedge has 
been driven into the German 
positions to the west of Kiev; and 
the Russian bulletins claim that 
all communications have been cut 
between the Germans who are 
retreating from Kiev and General 
von Hoth’s command, which has 
been fighting a notable defensive 
action near Krivoi Rog. Whether 
or not General von Hoth’s troops 
have ben encircled it is 
impossible at the moment to say ; 
but it is quite certain that. they 
are in grave danger. The open- 
ing of the new offensive in the 
north will make heavy demands 
on the Germans’ reserves, and the 
Russians’ command of the Dnieper 
will complicate the Germans’ 
communication problems very con. 
siderably. After the capture of 
Kiev it was believed by many of 
the military experts that the 
Soviet High Command intended 
to concentrate on a final offensive 
towatds the Bessarabian border, 
in an effort to compel the Germans 
to withdraw into the Balkans by 
way of Rumania, and with a view 
to the eventual launch of an 
offensive up the valley of the 
Danube. This plan still may be 
in contemplation; but evidently 
it will be accompanied by a 
simultaneous drive towards the 
Baltic States, the success, orgven 
the partial success, of which 
would bring the whole German 
position in Central Russia into 
imminent peril. Now that the 
Dnieper has been foreed to the 
north of Kiev there really is no 
natural obstacle to the Russian 
army’s advance short of the 
Polish border. The general 
position is reaching a stage which 
is reminiscent of that which was 
created in the summer of 1916, 
when General Brussilov made his 
famous incursion into the 
Hungarian plains, In his Munich 
speech, Herr Hitler spoke with 
his usual confidence; but, from 
the purely. military point of 
view, the situation of the German 
armies in Russia undoubtedly 
has deteriorated during recent 
weeks.

COLOUR SENSE 
EXPERIMENTS 


Ariists, art critics, university 
professors and students, with more 
than a sprinkling of women; attended 
last night’s opening meeting of the 
Dublin University Experimental 
Science Association in such numbers 
that late-comers were forced to crowd 
the gangways and aisles, to sit on 
the steps and on the floor, and to 
overflow to the platform and out 
into the passage. 

Dr. D. A. Webb, President of -the 
Association, delivering his inaugural 
address, ‘‘The Nature and Per- 
ception of Colour,” said that out of 
the vast range of electro-magnetic 
waves, from wireless waves to 
gamma-rays, & small section excited 
characteristic sensations in. their 
eyes, and these were the waves of 
visible light. They ranged in length 
from just under 400 to rather over 
700 millionths of a  millimicron. 
Above and below these limits the 
waves existed, but, as they did not 
affect sight or sense, were called 
infra-red or ultra-violet. 

A black object, said Dr. Webb, 
was one which reflected no light 
whatever from its surface, and was, 
therefore, an unobtainable ideal. An 
ideal white surface was one which 
reflected the whole of the incident 
light, and, at the same time, 
scattered it equally in all directions 
—also an unobtainable ideal. 

Professor Harold Munro Fox, 
Professor of Zoology at London 
University, who proposed the vote 
of thanks, described experiments by 
which the colour sense of various 
animals, birds and insects was 
tested. Most birds, 
covered, are deficient in colour 
vision at the blue and violet end of 
the spectrum. Bees have a very 
good colour sense, and, while they 
cannot see red, they can see an 
distinguish colours beyond those 
visible to the human eye at the 
violet end of the scale. 

Mr. Louis le Brocquy, the Dublin 
artist, who secon the vote of 
thanks, outlined a series of 
emotional equivalents for the 
various colours. Blue, with its 
derivatives, produced feelings of 
coolness, gloom, aloofness akin to 
those evoked by music in a minor 
key, while yellow, on the other 
hand, produced feelings of warmth 
and happiness similar to those 
evoked by major key music.

Canon Lionel Fletcher Horse Shipments 


Motor transport has not: elimi- 
nated the horse as part of the 
machinery of war. he Germans 
and Russians, in particular, have 
found that horses could operate 
where mechanical transport broke 
down. 

So far as this country is con- 
cerned, however, horse exports in 
recent years have been almost en- 
tirely of animals for racing and 
hunting. At one time we exported 
as many as 40,000 horses a year to 
England alone. What is more sur- 
rising, however, is that England, 
at the same time, was importing 
40,000 horses from America That 
was in the days when the motor 
car was something of a joke. 
Actually it was not the motor car 
that gave the horse exporting in- 
dustry its first set-back. In 1896 
and 1897 the prices of inferior horses 
were dropping in England, partly 
because of the American competi- 
tion, but also because of the intro- 
duction of the bicycle and the 
electric tramcar..
